The Highway and Bridge bills during the past year have 
been unusually large, owing to heavy rains of last Spring and 
possibly to small Summer Tax of previous year. Repairs 
have been made on nearly all the bridges, and a New Highway 
costing, including land damages, two hundred and thirty seven

dollars and fifty cents (237.50) has been completed and paid 
for, at the west side of Red Hill. 

The amount raised for various town purposes was $1200, 
being $300 less than usual. 

The debt of the towh is but $658.68, and unfess some ex- 
traordinary expense is incurred, will be entirely ‘‘wiped out’’ 
in one or two years, if the usual sums are raised.

REPORT OF THE SU PERINTEN NDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with the provisions of law, we herewith 
submit our annual report of the Schools of this town during 
the past year. 

The work of the teachers generally has been performed in 
the most satisfactory manner, except in District No, i, where 
the teacher allowed his anger to control his judgement to such 
an extent, as to seriously, if not permanently main a boy, for 
a very trifling offence. The teacher wisely withdrew, without 
any formal action by the Superintending Committee. 

Parents have manifested’ a more commendable interest 
than ususal. A stronger desire seems to pervade the town to 
have neater and more convenient school-houses. Old ones 
have been remodeled and painted and comfortably furnished. 

Meservey’s Book-keeping and Brown’s Physiology have . 
been introduced into schools of the town the past year. 

The reading books have been changed, after having been 
used may years, read and re-read until the children had lost 
nearly all interest in them. 

McGuffeys displaced the old Monroe Series of Readers 
and are now universally adopted in all the schools. The pub- 
lishers through their agent made such liberal proposals, they 
were accepted by your committee. 

They have obligated themselves not to raise the price of 
the book from the introduction price, and they have furnish- 
ed a set of books free for every desk in all the school-houses, 
for teachers use. We have discovered an inereased interest 
in reading among the pupils since the introduction of the new 
books. 

Much perplexity is epee by you committee through 
the imperfect manner in which school registers are returned to 
them by school teachers. Many of the questions are unans- 
wered, or imperfectly, and some are returned without the 
signature of the teacher. 
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We insert herewith that provision of the school laws re- 
Jating to the duty of prudential committees respecting the re- 
turn of registers. 

‘‘Every teacher, at the close of his school and at the end 
of each term thereof, shall make a return of such register or 
record to the school committee of the town, who shall give 
to him a certificate thereof; and no teacher shall receive pay- 
ment for his services until such certificate is produced and de- 
livered to the prudential committee.’’ 

Prudential committees are urged to see that this law is 
strictly complied with. 

The privileges of schooling by all the children in town 
are far from being equal. Some schools are so long as te 
weary the children and others extremely short. 

This long existed inequality cannot be entirely removed, 
but we believe the best remedy would be either to abolish the 
district system entirely, or redistrict the town. The former, 
we believe would be the most feasible method. 

District No’s. 2 and 3 could be consolidated without dis- 
commoding the children of either district materially. No’s. 
10 and 11 could, with little or no inconvenience, be united. 
Only 17 scholars are reported from both districts together. 

Mountains and bodies of water are insurmountable bar- 
riers to the union of some small districts in town. The aver- 
age amount of money to each district is $94.43. The largest 
amount in one district is $206.61. The least $37.56, aside 
from two mixed districts. This matter should be carefully 
considered by the citizens of the town. 
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District No. 1. First term, Miss Clara Bassett teacher. 
She gave general satisfaction. Winter term, seven weeks of 
it was taught by Mr. James O. Bennett, by injudiciously in- 
_ fiicting punishment upon one of the boys of his school, and for 
a trifling offence, he wisely withdrew and made satisfactory 
recompence to the injured one. ‘The remaining school money 
was expended under Charles E. Davis, successfully. School 
money $145,62. 

Districr No. 2. Three terms taught in this district. 
Miss Lillian M. Caverly, teacher in them all. Miss Caverly 
hhas taught seven terms in this district with entire success. 
She maintained the best of order by kindness, giving her pu- 
pils, moral as well as intellectual instruction. School money 
$121.60 

District No. 3. Miss Fannie A Huntress teacher, one 
term. Miss Huntress is an intelligent young lady and a suc- 
cessful teacher. Money expended $44.45. 


District No. 4 Miss Lizzie I. Watson teacher for the 
two terms. Miss Watson is a graduate at the Normal School, 
possessing superior qualifications and an aptness_to impart 
instruction to those under her care. It will be wise for this 
district to secure the services of this teacher another year. 
school money $98.77. 


District No. 5. ‘Teacher first term, Miss Clara E. Leach. 
Miss Leach has a wide reputation as a successful teacher. 
She commenced the second term, but abruptly left the school 
without much notice, to enter into duties of a more perma- 
nent nature under the name of Mrs. Clara E. Dockham. ‘This 
term was continued by Mrs. Ellen EF. Smith. A want of good 
order detracted much from the interest and success of the 
school. Third term, Mr. Charles A. Davis teacher. The 
general features of his school were good, but it was reduced in 
numbers at the close, by reasons, not fully explained. ‘Some 
parents of this district, perhaps can give the required inform- 
ation. School money $206.61. 

District No. 6. First term, Teacher Miss Emma J. 
Fellows. Second term Miss Alice L. Morse. Third term, 
Miss Margaret A. Clough. The third term, under Miss Clough 
was in session at the time of making this report, and the 
school has not been visited the second time. Miss Fellows 
and Miss Morse possess superior literary acquirements. Both 
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maintained the most perfect erder. Their efforts were crown- 
ed with abundant success. Money from Moultonboro school 
money $69. 34 

Disrricr No. 7. ‘Teacher, of first and second term, Miss 
Ethel G. Morse. This was Miss Morse first experience at 
school keeping, and we rarely find a teacher, so young, who 
have acquited themselves with so much credit as this young 
lady. Money expended $96.86. 

Districr No. 9. Miss Alice L. Morse, teacher of first 
term, Miss Alma G. Hoyt the second. Excellent order pre- 
vailed in both schools, and both did themselves much credit. 
School money $92.24. 

District No. 10. Miss M. Lillian Kelsea teacher of both 
terms. Miss Kelsea deserves especial mention as one of our 
most enterprising and successful teachers. She has instruct- 
ed three terms in this district. Scbhook money $77.39. 

Disrricr No. 11. One term in this district, Charles E. 
Mann teacher, three to five pupils. This district should be 
joined to No. 10; no teacher can acquire much fame with so 
few pupils. Money expended $37.56. 

District No. 12. Teacher of first term, Miss Alma G. 
Hoyt. Second term Miss Julia A Eaton. Both teachers were 
experienced and both were highly successful in this district. 
Their pupils made excellent improvement. School money 
$116.85. | 

District No. 13. Teacher, First term, Miss Annie L. 
Earle. Second term, Mr. Charles A. Davis. This was Miss 
Earles first experience in teaching. Her school was fair but 
a little more decision in the school-room, and a little more so- 
ciability with parents would be an advantage to her in teach- 
ing. Mr. Davis is deserving of much praise for the good or- 
der he sustained and for the excellent improvement of his pu- 
pils. School money $77.07 

District No. 14. Teacher of both terms, Miss S. Ida 
Blaisdell. Miss Blaisdell is an earnest teacher possessing 
good literary acquirements. Her school was asuccess. School 
money $48.17.
